WHAT:         This year’s “Earn and Learn” Summer Youth Employment Program will be open 

to more than 3,100 young people, ages 14-21.  With an additional $2 million 
investment from the L.A. City Council and support from private companies, the 
program will have a $7 million commitment to place youth in jobs for the summer 
in a variety of industries making it the largest program of its kind in the nation.  
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
